National Health .Week,, establish- 
ed by the Health League of Can- 
ada with the purpose of arousing 
in the public an inteicst for health 
education, has been designated for 
the week of February 1-7. This is 
the fourth year that the League, 
in conjunction with Canadian de- 
partments of health and education, 
has sponsored this period ,o{ pub- 
lic education on matters concern- 
ing health. 

Health Week is founded on the 
basis that many diseases and re- 
sultant deaths can be prevented. 
The League however emphasizes 
the fact that the efforts of those 
encaged in the various fields of 
medical sciences, can not have full 
effect without the cooperation of 
the public itself, which, in order 
to render aid, must have a gcn» 
erai knowledge of disease precau- 
tions and health habits. That, is 
where Health Week comes in. 

The Health League of Canada is 
an organization composed of volun- 
teers, whose interests lie in the 
health of the nation. The aims of 
this body are "to prevent illness, 
conserve health, and prolong life," 
and to this end the League has a 
full year's schedule of activities 
in connection with immunization, 
venereal disease control, nutrition 
and industrial health. 

Encouraging the ■ work of such 
organizations as the National 
Health League, Is the federal de- 
partment of health, which, since its 
formation in 1919, ha.s been very 
active in the ta.sk of promoting 
better health among the Canadian 
people. This department consists 
of eighteen divi.sion.^ some of 
which are responsible for the di 
rect application of laws, siich as 
the medical examination of people 
coming into Canada, under the Im 
migration .\ct, and others wliofc 
ta.sk it is to educiitc the people by 
means of pamphlets, films and ar- 
ticles. Twice a year, conferences 
are held in Ottawa, at which dep- 
uty health ministers itom all the 
provinces discuss plans tor and the

Keynes Theory 
Is Analyzed 
By Economist 

The economic tbeoiy ot Lord 
Keynes was referred to as "that 

new science born in 1936," at the 
McGill Political Economy Club 
early this week. An address on 
Kcynlsian theory was given by Mr. 
n. Dehem, who has recently come 
from Belgium, and has joined the 
department ol Economics here. 

He explained that the ncv; 
scicncc made of economics a means 
for remedying unemployment, and 
it suggested possibilities in the 
'30's for bringing the capitalist 
world out of the greatest depres- 
sion it had known. Earlier econo- 
mists had considered economics 
the science of scarce means, and 
had. thcoielicnlly, solved the pro- 
blem of tuicmployment by a series 
of cciuilibrium equations. They dis- 
regarded the possibility of a pro- 
longed depression that would not 
right itself. 

Keyne's Theory 

Mr. Dehem went on to outline

These comprehensive plans are contained in 
the 1918 Bttdpct which was passed at the na- 
tional conference of the Canadian Committee of 
the International .Student Service, which was 
held in Toronto during the Clirislmas Holidays. 

There is but a short time left before the Mc- 
Gill eoinmiltcc of the I.S.S. inaugurates Its own 
concerted «Irivc on the campus to fulfil its com- 
mittment of .?in.(i()0. 

Co-operation has been solicited from active 
campus groups, and collections have already 



begun. Some notable activities which are 
broitgitt to mind include the recent Model Par- 
liament, which donated receipts to the drive; 
and the forthcoming Red and White Revue, dur- 
ing which collections will be made. 

* •> •> 

Rut as;idc from the organizational aspects of 
the drive, the real concerted effort will com- 
mence with the opening of the drive, and the 
committee has set as its objective the sum of 
one dollnr'pcr student. This, together with funds 
collected from other sources, should permit Mc- 
Gill to attain its quota. Faculty members will 
be soUicited as well. 

Tlie I.S.S. drive has also received govern- 
mental authority to combine \vith the "Cana- 
than Appeal for Children" which begins on Feb- 
ruary 9. This worthy drive, which is designed 
to provide fund.e for educational and material 
relief to school children and university students 
in Europe, has mucii the same fundamental 
purpose as that being conducted by the I.S.S. 

No more need be said about the frightful 
conditions which the European student must 
face. From time to time, the news paRC of The 
Daily has carried stories submitted by the I.S.S. 
which have revealed these conditions in an ef- 
fective manner. 

Now, more than any other lime, sttidcnts 
must get behind their suffering fellow-students. 
One dollar — or more — is certainly not too much 
to contribute toward helping stiffering human- 
ity.

Thursday afternoon, February 
12th, at five o'clock. Miss Mary 
Filer of the Art Association of 
Montreal will lecture on "Trends 
in Contemporary Canadian Paint- 
ing," in the Common Room of 
R.V.C. The occasion is the exhibi- 
tion of the paintings of six noted 
Canadian artists who are included 
in the second R.V.C àhpw^lh is 
year. The exhibition, arranged^by 
R.V.C. .student Marilyn Richardson, 
is open to all students until Febru- 
ary 16th, between 9 a-m. and 10 
p.m. 

Two paintings by each artist 
were selected, one representing his 
earlier, and one his later, work. It 
Is difficult to. compare Loub Muhl- 
stock's "Empty Basement Room", 
which looks like an exercise, with 
his beautifully vibrant morning 
woods scene. Almost everyone will 
like the latter, possibly because it 
demands less of the spectator than 
many of the other paintings in the 
exhibition. It is painted in the 
bright greens and yellows of morn- 
ing with warm reddish earth in the 
foreground, and the contrasts of 
dark and light colors seem less 
marked than usual. ^ 
Lockerby and Falnmel 

Mabel Lockerby's "Waterfall", 
and "Lucille et Fifi". are In the 
naive tradition. Her style Is rem- 
iniscent of Rotisseau and Gaugin 
and seemed to' me somewhat joy- 
less in comparison. "Girl 'with 
Fruit" by Marguerite Falmnel, is a 
disarming painting. The forest vis- 
ible through the window, the bowl 
of fruit, and the girl seated at the 
table constitute landscape, still life 
and portrait fused into one paint- 
ing. In retrospect, it reminds one 
of the dreamy mood, and almost of 
the unreality, of some of 'Virginia 
Woolfs prose poetry. "Composi- 
tion: Driftwood and Figures" is 
more frankly romantic and seems 
uninspired in comparison. 



I preferred "CeU and Fossil 111" 
which is an example of the later 
work of Marlon Scott, to the earlier 
painling, "Cement 11." The composi- 
tion of the latter canvas may be 
superior to the first, but its great 
blocks of towering cement .seem 
superhunum, like most of the paint- 
ing which utilizes the smooth slabs 
and cones of functional design. It 
achieves its ostensible purpose — 
one feels that the only reality is 
cement, which obliterates the re- 
motest contact with the himian 
world. In contrast, the later "Cells 
and Fossils U" has viUlity and 
warmth. 

3-DlmensionalT 

"Sometimes," confided Marilyn 
Richardson, "that is three-dimen- 
sional Other times, only two." She 
was talking about Fritz Brandtner's 
abstraction "The Yacht Club." I 
regret to report that I stayed for 
an hour and a half, and it still 
looked two-dimensional when I 
left His "Montreal Harbour," 
painted In brilliant, luminous col- 
ors, radiates activity, and one is 
reminded of the 'American Marin's 
watercolors. 

Jacques de Tonnancotir's two con- 
tributions are "Woman with a Pink 
Collar" and a later portrait in ab- 
stracted forms titled "Girl with 
Crossed Arms." His palette Is a drab 
one, olive greeny dark reds; navy 
blue. "The Girl wltti a Pink Collar" 
has a wistful sensitivity, and its 
darkness is not a cover for obscure 
form. The sense of dissatisfaction

Intercollegiate championship. In the intervening four and a half 
decades, the local pride and joys have repeated this process on 
another dozen occasions to make a total of thirteen titles to their 
credit. During this same span of time, the Varsity Blues have not 
been inactive and have stowed the Jock Harty Memorial trophy in 
their souvenir chest no less than eighteen times. When bbth these 
traditional rivals decided to take a season oft together the Gaels 
from Kingston stepped in -end accepted possession of the handsome 
silver statuette. To date, the fourth club in the loop, the luckless 
U. of M. Carabins have been unable to don the laurel wreath. 

This semester, as it has been since the end of World War I, 
the title hunt has narrowed down to a race between the Dlues 
and the Rcdmcn. To date the Torontonians have stayed In the 
van, a slate of affairs which the Clan of Campbell intend to 
rectify this Friday night at the Forum. This tilt of course falls 
into the^ "crooshul" category which eomcs as a surprise to 
absolutely no one. * 
Delving once more into the file;:, it is discovered that most of 
the McGill success has been achieved within the past few years, 
with the throbbing thirties being regarded as the "Golden Age" In 
Red puck annals. This was the period In which .<uch stalwarts as 
George MeTecr, Gordon Mciklejohn, Paul Pldcock, tho late Russ 
McConnell and other of their ilk were plying the ice lanes for the 
Old Alma Mammy. These squads swept the field clean year after 
year with monotonous regularity, and with a little luck might 
have won the Allan cup In 1934. . ' 

This was the year when the Redmen battled their way Into 
the Eastern ■ finals only to drop some close deciiions to the 
Moncton Hawks on a fog covered Ice surface :n Halifax. The 
Hawks were considered as the best amateur team in the country 
and were severely shaken by their close shave. They did, 
how:ever. manage to scrape through and beat the Western can- 
didates for hockey's oldest trophy. 

SOUNDS familiar' 
During this decade, McGill wrapped up the Intercollegiate 
championship nine out of the ten times It was competed for. Except 
for the 1031-1932 season, the Bobby Bell and Hughie Farquarson 
coached squads ran through their educated opposition with hardly 
a bead of sweat making its appearance. At the same time they 
were included in the Quebec Senior Hockey League where they 
were always a power to be reckoned wtith. So good were the Rcd- 
mcn in 1936, that they journeyed to Lake Placid and soutidly thrashed 
the Canadian Olympic representatives. They then meted out the 
same treatment to the American pucksters and swashbuckled their 
way through all opposition. It will be a great d.iy indeed if the 
likes of these clubs are ever seen again around the higher halls 
of learning, but this is hardly likely with the ;ireal emphasis on 
materialistic rewards now pervading the Athletic world. 

CARNIVAL COSISIITTEE, PLEASE NOTE 
While on the topical subject of the Olympics, it may be well 
to mention that the incumbent Canadian Olympic puck representa- 
tives that arc so far undefeated, is not the same squad that the 
Redmen trounced so soundly in December.
